REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF STEVENS HIGH SCHOOL 
FUND. 


The amount of this fund in the hands of the Trustees is the 
same as reported last year, $10,000. ‘The income for the year 
1884, $600, has been paid into the town treasury. The Legacy 
bequeathed by the late Paran Stevens, $ 40,000, remains as 
heretofore, and it is uncertain when the amount will be paid 
over to the town, as the affairs of the estate are in litigation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH FOR THE TOWN OF 
CLAREMONT, ENDING MARCH 1, 1886. 


The board of Health adopted the same rules that were in 
force the previous year. 

The board is of the opinion that much good has been accom- 
plished for the citizens of Claremont by the course which has 
been pursued ; still very much remains to be done. 

People do not fully realize the importance of enforcing rules 
pertaining to the public health. It is said ‘tan ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure,” and it would be a compara- 
tively easy matter to keep our puplie streets clean, and all the 
surroundings of our village in a healthy condition, thereby re- 
moving all nuisances which cause the spread of disease in our 
midst. In a village like Claremont, there should not be found 
horses and cattle roaming at large. ‘There should not be per- 
mitted pig styes and privies near the main thoroughfares, but 
such is the fact. ib 

People are careless and indifferent in regard to garbage and 
refuse matter, which is too often thrown into or along side of the 
public streets. 

Vigorous measures should be taken to entirely ati this 
practice. The filth from hotels and dwelling houses should not 
be permitted to go into the public sewers, which are not con- 
structed properly for such purposes. 

We again call the attention of the town to the subject of drain- 
age. Many parts of Broad street at certain seasons of the year, 
present more the appearance of a qill pond, than that of a beau- 
tiful street. 

This could be remedied without great expense. The stagnant 
pools in the rear of the Sullivan House stables are a nuisance 
and the citizens in that immediate vicinity have made frequent 
complaints and not without great cause. ‘The Board of Health 
have done something to improve many parts of the village, but 
there remains much more to be done in our midst in order to 
even comply with the law. Let us have a healthy public senti- 
ment in regard to these much pets reforms and we can accom- 
plish much more. 
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A great good has been accomplished during the past season 

by the united effort of the Board of Health, Selectmen and 
physicians of the town, in regard to vaccination and we recom- 
mend a continuance of the same vigorous measures for the en- 
suing year. 
_ In conciusion we repeat what we said one year ago, and again 
cail the attention of the citizens of the town to the Rules and 
Regulations which have been adopted and recommend a rigid 
enforcement of the same.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF STEVENS HIGH SCHOOL. 


It has been the uniform custom since this school was estab- 
lished for the committee to make an annual report to the town. 
Although nothing new can be said at the present time, it is well 
to call the attention of the citizens to the important work the 
school has done in the past, and is doing at the present time, 
for this community. ‘The school has been in successful operation 
for more than seventeen years, and has graduated more than one 
hundred and fifty young ladies and gentlemen, who are now active- 
ly engaged@in the various duties of life. It is true that the tax 
payers of the town are called upon for an annual appropriation 
of money to defray the expenses, still it is an investment which 
is cheerfully made when the great benefits obtained are duly 
appreciated. ‘The school is free to all of the boys and girls of 
the town who are prepared to enter it, and no one can afford not 
to avail themselves of its advantages. Many of the best teachers 
in our common schools have been prepared here for their 
important work. Some of our most active business men look 
back to Stevens High School as their best and truest friend. 
This is not all. ‘This institution has had a powerful influence 
upon the entire community. It has elevated the character and 
standard of popular education in this town, and it has done 
much to improve the condition of our common schools. There 
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has been an awakening in the town upon the subject of edueation 
which, in a large degree, is to be attributed to the influence 
which has been exerted by this institution of learning. This 
influence has not stopped here, but many! of our sons and 
daughters have had their minds so quickened that they have 
gone on, and have entered other and higher institutions of learn- 
ing. This school is justly regarded as the pride of our town by 
all of our citizens who have watched its growth, and noted the 
benefits received. 

While it has not reached that high standard its friends have 
desired, owing to the fact that it has not received the endowment 
fund, provided by its founder, still it has been gradually and 
steadily improving its condition and elevating its standard, so ~ 
that your committee believe, today, the school stands higher and 
is doing better work than ever before. The graduates enter 
our best colleges without difficulty, and sustain themselves well 
during their course. 

The scholars recently admitted into the school have been much 
better prepared than formerly, which fact contributes largely to 
their success, and to the interest of all connected with the 
school. Our people generally have become convinced, by actual 
experience, that it is much better for the scholar not to attempt 
to enter until thoroughly prepared. This has enabled the 
committee to raise the standard, with good resylts. The 
improved condition of the schools in the village is having a very 
marked effect for good upon the pupils who are preparing to 
enter Stevens High School. The committee believe that all the 
teachers connected with the institution are especially well 
qualified, and are doing most excellent work, and we shall be 
fortunate to retain them in the future. 

It is believed that the Principal, in the department of Chemis- 
try, is doing a work seldom equalled, unless it be in our colleges, 
and he ought to be encouraged by being supplied with more and 
better chemical apparatus. There has been no change in the 
Board of Instruction during the past year. Let one and all 
give this school their united and hearty support in the future, 
that the highest and best wishes of its friends may be fully 
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realized. The attendance of the pupils for the past year is 
given below, and the report of our Treasurer is hereby 
submitted. : 

Spring term, 1885, boys 40, girls 39, total 79; average 74; 
fall term, 1885, boys 44, girls 43, total 87; average 77; winter 
term, 1886, boys 44, girls 46, total 90; average 84. ‘Tuition 
scholars, spring 7, fall 6, winter 6.

Superintending School Committee 


FOR 1885-6,

Having been appointed by the Board of Selectmen Superintendent 
of District Schools, vice Rev. Henry Dorr resigned, I herewith submit 
the following report. 

I beg leave to omit the customary homily on the vaiue of education 
to the individual and the State, and to present the several pedagogic 
items and recommendations which strictly pertain to the Superintend- 
ent’s report. It may not be necessary to remind you that the recent 
enactment of the Legislature, abolishing the district system, renders 
this the last report under the old regime, unless after five years’ 
trial of the new modus operandi as prescribed by law, the town should 
deem it expedient to return to the system of our fathers. 

In taking leave of our time honored district system it should be 
with kindly reverent feelings for a theory of schooling which though 
antiquated, has conferred incalculable benefits upon our ancestors. 
It was in the district school of modest proportions and rustic aspect 
that our fathers and mothers of sacred memory pursued the studies 
of their childhood and youth, and but for the district system hundreds 
of young men and maidens, on the farms of the country, would have 
failed to secure even a knowledge of the rudiments of an education. 
Many of America’s greatest statesmen, her most astute and successful 
lawyers, her ablest scholars and most gifted divines, as well as the 
sturdy, upright yeomany of the farms, laid the foundation of their 
future manhood and success in the district school. ‘‘The system” it 
is believed, has now been superseded by a better, but the progress of 
time cannot destroy the good which it has wrought. 
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TEACHERS. 


The teachers have been generally well qualified for their work 
morally, intellectually and socially. <A considerable percentage of 
those employed were graduates of Stevens High School and while 
necessarily lacking in experience, they have shown adaptation and 
skill, and some degree of originality in the management of their re- 
spective schools. In considering applications for teachers’ license, it 
is but just that preference should be given the graduates of our own 
High School, all other things being equal. ‘There has been but a 
single case of failure, by the holder of a certificate, to successfully 
control her school, which was due in part to the extreme gentleness 
of the teacher and in part to the conduct of a few of the older pupils, 
whose prevailing mood required for its subjection a teacher of more 
positive characteristics. ‘This school has since redeemed itself under 
a change of teachers. It would be easy here to indulge in much 
gratuitous advice to teachers, and make elaborate criticism of their 
qualifications, but I forbear. ‘There is not a more capable and consci- 
entious class of workers in our midst, and more deserving of praise. 
In nine cases out of ten they know their business better than those 
who criticise them, and to treat them at the end of a laborious school 
year with a tedious enumeration of things which they ought toknow, 
smacks very often of mere official bombast. I do not see that it requires 
any great insight into the philosophy of educational processes or any 
wonderful maturity of mind to conduct children through the primer and 
the rudiments of arithmetic. I might show here, however, that the 
teacher who has pursued a thorough course of professional study and 
training has an immense advantage. I might also show what recon- 
dite stores of knowledge she should possess, what philosophies and 
sciences she should master, and what angelic perfections should make. 
her brow radiant with the glory of the other world, and shed their 
mellifiuent influence upon the pupils,—but it will be sufficient to say 
that the teachers have served their respective schools with great fidelity 
and if they have not all been connoisseurs in learning, they have pos- 
sessed the superior requisites of ‘‘ common sense’’ and have been equal 
to the requirements of their pupils. 


SALARIES. 


School teaching is the leading profession of modern days. It is the 
only profession which keeps the world from drifting back into barbar- 
ism. The faithful, conscientious, devoted school teacher isa public 
benefactor whose work and its results cannot be rated by the standard 
of dollars and cents. When we come to estimate the amount of com- 
pensation to which a person is entitled, it is necessary to consider the 
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grade of the worker. Brains should not be held cheaper than muscle. 
There is now a perpetual demand for experienced and efficient teachers, 
but with every increase in the quality of the work required to be 
done by theinstructors of our youth, there should be a correspond- 
ing increase in the amount of remuneration. The average pay of 
teachers per week has been five dollars. The minimum rate of board 
has been two dollars, leaving in the hands of the educator of our 
children the munificent sum of three dollars. With this amount the 
refined and progressive teacher is expected to clothe herself neatly ;. 
to support, it may be, a widowed mother; to subscribe for several of 
the best educational journals that she may keep up in her profession, 
and to furnish herself with many conveniences in her school-room 
which the public parsimony denies her. But the most impressive 
fact in connection with her magnificent income remains to be stated: 
In consideration of the sum of three dollars she must ever be serene- 
ly conscious of the dignity of her calling, must have a wide knowl- 
edge of many subjects; must know something of the nature of 
mind; must know the laws relating to the well being of the body; 
must prepare the children for the duties of life and citizenship—in 
short, she must be a natural, mental and moral philosopher of the 
most practical kind, for the sum of three dollars per week. Now, if 
the state erects buildings, it is done handsomely. If the state con- 
structs a bridge, it couples the most approved plan with the most 
liberal apportionment. If the state builds a prison for criminals, the 
completeness and solidity of the work suggest munificent outlays of 
time and money. But the state does nothing quite so unhandsomely 
as when it undertakes to compensate the noble, tireless and heroic 
teachers of its juvenile subjects. It is scarcely to be expected that 
as long as the emoluments which accrue to teachers are so incom- 
mensurate with the importance and dignity of their vocation, we 
shall be able to enlist the services of the most gifted and efficient in 
this profession. 


SCHOOLS. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


One new school house (District No. 8) has been erected during the 
year. he builder was William EK. ‘Thompson, Esg., and his work 
was certainly very creditably done. Of the fifteen school houses in 
the outlying districts, a few are respectable. The greater number 
are ‘‘types” of ‘‘ye olden time.” Some are kept clean and neat, and 
are tastefully decorated wlth mottoes and pictures. Others have 
bare walls, soiled floors, haggled desks, and are well calculated to 
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produce a gloom in the pupil and disgust in the visitor. It is confi- 
dently expected that under the stimulus of the new school law, 
school houses, furniture and appliances will be renewed. If this re- 
sult is not secured within a reasonable time, it will greatly prejudice 


the movement so auspiciously begun by the legislature for the estab- — 


lishment of improved methods and appliances of education. 


APPARATUS. 


The schools are mostly deficient in educational appliances. It may 
be surmised that the mere mention of education appliances in’ con- 
nection with the district schools will provoke a grim smile. There 
is a sad lack of charts and globes. Many of the maps are a ‘“‘specta- 
cle,” and have the appearance of having been executed not far from 
the Azolic Period. Fly ‘‘specked,” spider ‘‘webbed,” dust covered, 
faded and torn, they promote neither the geographical knowledge 
nor the zsthetics of the pupil. The black-boards are rude, rough 
and rasping both to the fingers and the temper. Many ‘‘boards” are 
full of gaps and seams, others are bleached with age, and in one in- 
stance black paint has been applied directly to the gritty mortar on 
the side of the school house—so that the pupil performs at once the 
double operation of solving his mathematical problem, and paring 
down his finger nails. his painful neglect to provide suitable 
school appliances is probably due to theirresponsible district system. 
Prudential Committees, subject to removal every year, according to 
the caprices of public opinion, or for partisan reasons, and held down 
to the one principal of ‘‘cheapness,” cannot be supposed to provide 
properly for the schools. , 
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STUDIES PURSUED. 


By existing statutes the schools are required to teach the following 
branches, viz: Reading, Spelling, Writing, English Grammar, Arith- 
metic, Geography, Physiology and Hygiene with special reference to 
the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants, and narcoties upon the hu- 
man system. Authority is given the School Committee to prescribe 
other additional studies where in their judgment it shall be proper. 
The above seven studies have been pursued in all the district schools. 


VISITATIONS. 


All the schools were visited, with two or three exceptions, twice 
each term. I usually spent a reasonable length of time in each 
school, observing the mode of government, looking into the classifica- 
tion, noting the method of instruction, correcting errors, if any 
appeared,’and stimulating both teacher and pupil to renewed effort. 
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Where schools, seemed dull and melancholy, and pining for a hearty 
laugh, I gave. them the occasion for. it. Where the school was in- 
clined to ‘‘bubble over,” in excess of mirth, my tones were more sober, 
Both teachers and pupils always received me with respect and cor- 
dially, and I shall have many pleasant memories of my days of school 
visitation. 


SCHOOL ETIQUETTE. 


The rudeness and insensibility which ordinarily characterize school 
children in their play, is a matter which calls for constant oversight 
on the part of the teacher. The heart as well as the head shouldbe: 
educated, and the principle of the ‘‘Golden rule” should be steadily 
enforced. It is quite as important to teach the beauty and nobility 
of,unselfishness, as the forms of grammar. Many of the misdemean-: 
ors of childhood are due to thoughtlessness, and will be corrected: 
in the process of. time, by patient instruction. School children should: 
never be encouraged to ‘‘tattle.” The ‘‘tattling child” develops by 
and by into the:society gossip. Kach child should be carefully in- 
structed to mind his own. business, which virtue is at the basis of all 
true. etiquette.. 


RELIGION. 


It has been the cutsom of our teachers to read a selection from the 
Seripture, and to have the children recite the Lord’s Prayer in concert 
at the opening of each session of the school. The influence of this 
exercise is no doubt beneficial. Whether there should be any relig- 
ious instruction beyond the above is a matter upon which great di- 
versity of opinion exists. It is the judgment of many, however, 
that they who control our children in the intermediate and gram- 
mar grades for five days of every week, should be required to teach 
certain fundamental religious truths, i. e.: ‘The existence of a Per- 
sonal God, responsibility, immortality and future judgment. The 
length of time: during which the children are consigned to the custody 
of the school teacher renders the position of the teacher one of ex- 
ceptional opportunity and power. Utilitarian educators, who main- 
tain that the. state should not teach religion, pure and simple, are 
right but they are mistaken in their conclusion that the state should 
ignore the science of moral law in her school curriculum. Rules for 
moral conduct cannot be:taught effectively by example alone, but. 
must be embodied in preceptive form, to be studied and mastered in 
daily recitations like any other science. I would have the morals. 
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and amenities of life taught systematically, and not incidentally, as 
at present. In the good time coming prominence will be given in all 
the advanced grades of school to the mastery of the theory and prac- 
tice of Christian ethics. 


TEMPERANCE. 


The study in our schools of ‘‘Physiology and Hygiene with special 
reference to the effect of alcholic stimulants upon the human system,”’ 
as required by law, is necessarily in its incipiency. But a beginning 
has been made, and a text-book of the most elementary character has 
been introduced (Health Primer for Primary Classes) in which daily 
recitations have been held inall or nearly all the schools. Insome of the 
schools this little book has been so thoroughly mastered by the pupils, 
that amore advanced book will be needed. I must here acknowledge 
my indebtedness to the ladies of the Woman’s Christian Union of Clare- 
’ mont, for the help and encouragement which they afforded mein put- 
ting a temperance text-book into the schools. The philosophy of 
temperance as a study for children must encounter difficulties, and 
commend itself to popular favor by slow degrees. ‘That it will form 
a part of the regular curriculum of schools in the future, there can 
be no serious doubt. Some perplexity may be experienced in the 

selection of a text book of standard character, but this will offer no 
obstacle which judicious and unprejudiced sympathy with the cause 
will not be able to overcome. | 


REFORMS. 


ABOLITION OF THE DISTRICT SYSTEM. 


Since the abolition of the district system by legislative enactment, 
there has been much speculation in regard to the practical outcome 
of the new law. It will therefore be proper to indicate in a concise 
way afew of the advantages which it is hoped may be realized from 
the recent modification of our school system. It should be premised 
here that no system, however perfect, can operate itself, and if the 
results which we bespeak for it, do not follow, it will be from lack 
of energy and enterprise in making the best use of our opportunity. | 


1. Under the new regime, pupils in the outlying districts will get 
more schooling. ‘The school money, which is now distributed among 
many districts, and apportioned according to the number of pupils in 
each district, will be used equally for the benefit of all parts of the 
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town, and the schools will, wherever established, be of the sam 
length. 

2. The pupils in the outlying districts will get better schooling. 
This will follow first, from the increase in the size of schools through 
consolidation, and secondly, from the improvement in the quality of 
schools, through thesystem of grading. Better schooling will result 
also from the employment of more experienced and efficient teachers, 
professional teachers, who have received a ‘‘call” to teach, something 
like a ‘‘divinity call.” This will effectually shut out those who teach 
because they are out of a job. 

3. By bringing all the schools under the supervision of a central 
authority, the same courses of ‘study can be definitely fixed upon, and 
uniformly aglopted. Mixed schools do not give satisfaction. 

4. The pupils will have more comfortable and attractive school- 
houses. Instead of one section of the town being responsible for its 
school-house, the town itself will be responsible. Many of the dis- 
tricts at present neglect their school-houses. They allow the build- 
ings to fall into decay. They do not provide suitable school applian- 
ces. A great many utensils, conveniences, and appurtenances are 
needed about school-houses, which prudential committees have not 
the means to furnish. What the town does in this respect will be 
better done. 

5. The supervision of the schools will be more faithfully carried 
on. Under the district system the Superintendent’s relation to the 
schools was more honorary and ornamential than practical. It was 
chiefly advisory. He possessed no authority that was absolute. He 
could not plan the work to be done. He could not select the teacher. 
He could not furnish the schools any needed supplies. He could not 
do much of anything but ‘‘drop in” and ‘‘drop out.” Now if there 
is one thing beyond another important to the welfare of a school, it 
is steady, conscientious supervision on the part of those whose word 
is accepted as law, and who have authority to began, and to consum- 
mate every necessary change, and measure of reform. This kind or 
quality of supervision will be secured to the schools through the 
abolition of the district system. Under the old method, it has taken 
approximately twenty-five men to manipulate the schools of Clare- 
mont. Under the new government but three will be required.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF UNION 
SCHOOL DISTRICT, 


For the year ending March 1, 1886. 


After the annual school meeting the new Board, consisting of 
O. B. Way, H. C. Fay, I. D. Hall, Edwin Vaughan, Herbert Bailey, 
aud L. §. Hastings, organized by electing O. B. Way president, L. S. 
Hastings secretary, and I. D. Hall treasurer. 

The Board can report a year of very satisfactory work in the sev- 
eral schools under their care, and a manifest improvement upon the 
work of the preceding year, the first year after the formation of the 
Union District. 

The enlarging and refurnishing of the Pearl street (grammar) 
building is perhaps the most important item in the list of improve- 
ments. ‘The building as it stood a year ago came far short of meet- 
ing the requirements of the school in its then condition; this year it 
would have been simply impossible, without some such enlargement 
as that made, to accomodate the eighty scholars who haye composed 
the school. 

The building as it is now gives great satisfaction, enabling the two 
teachers to work to the best advantage. The grounds are not in 
keeping with the building. There is need of some grading, setting 
out trees, ete.; which the Board had hoped to do ere long. 

This school has been divided into three classes, or grades, repre- 
senting three years’ work. We believe it to be desirable that this 
classification be permanent. Many pupils do not go higher than this 
school, and such ought certainly to get the benefit of the added 
year; while those: who go higher can hereafter enter the High 
School with a better preparation, start there at a more advanced 
stage, and secure all this advantage with less risk of overpressure. 

As regards building accommodations and classification of schools 
no other change has been made from last year. A change has been 
contemplated on the desirableness of which the Board are unani- . 
mous, viz.: the combining and grading of the Bluff and Terrace 
Primary schools, making one a First, and the other a Second Pri- 
mary, similar to the Broad street and High street school. 

A moment’s reflection must make it evident to any parent interested 
in such a change, that the teacher’s time would thereby be made 


-nearly twice as profitable to each pupil. She would have, it is true, 
no less scholars, but she would have one half as many classes. 

.. A printed course of study would have been issued this year were 
-it not for the change soon to occur in the school management. Of 
‘course the schools have been working according to a plan, and in 
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harmony with each other; but it is desirable that a schedule of the 
work of the several grades should be in form for general circulation. 
In reference to this subject the Board would respectfully urge, that 
systematic and skilled instruction in Industrial- Drawing be intro- 
duced into all the grades, evenif it be necessary to secure a thorough- 
ly competent drawing teacher to give a term of lessons to our teach- 
ers. ‘The object in view is not the making of artists, but the general 
training of eye and hand, and the qualifying for practical work in 
drafting, designing etc. 

We would remind the people that too much care cannot be taken to 
provide wholesome places for the assembly of their children while 
they are prosecuting their school work. Children spend many pre- 
cious hours in the school room. Is it a matter of little moment to 
provide for them a properly warmed, well ventilated, clean room; 
and chairs and desks that will not tend to distort their bodies? Some 
of our rooms greatly need new floors and better, that is more suita- 
ble, desks or chairs. 

Believing that a teacher should be specially trained for her work, 
we urge those who intend to teach, however great their natural ap- 
titude, to avail themselves of the excellent facilities afforded for 
such professional training at our state Normal School. 

Believing fully in the wisdom of our new law, and looking confi- 
dently for the opening ofa new era of prosperity for the public 
schools of New Hampshire, the Board of Union District surrender 
without misgiving their powers and responsibilities to the general 
School Board of the town. It only remains to add the usual statis- 
tical report. :
